Health  Education  E281.    First  Aid 

This    course    is    designed    to    satisfy    the    Red    Cross 
requirements  for  both  the  standard  and  advanced  courses 
in   first  aid.     Upon  satisfactory  completion   students  be- 
come eligible  to  take  the  course  for  instructors  in  first  aid. 
Specifically,  the  course  covers  control  of  bleeding,   arti- 
ficial   respiration,    poisoning,    wounds,    burns    including 
burns    from    atom    weapons,    fractures,    dislocations,    ill 
effects    of   excessive    heat,    ill    effects    of    excessive    cold, 
unconsciousness,   common  medical   emergencies,  bandag- 
ing, splinting,  and  proper  transportation  of  victim.

A  consideration  of  the  nature  of  the  child  and  his 
development  during  the  preschool  and  elementary  school 
years,    with   emphasis   on   development   as    a   process   of 
social  learning.    An  interpretation  of  the  scientific  litera- 
ture as  it  concerns  the  educative  process.    Discussion  of 
methods   of   study   and   evaluating   the   behavior   of   the 
child  as  an  individual  and  in  group  situations.    Prerequi- 
site:  Education  311,  312  or  409,  410.

A  course  which  includes  the  application  of  principles 
of  learning  and  teaching  in  specific  techniques,  methods, 
and  devices  utilized  in  teaching  vocational-industrial  sub- 
jects. Covers  the  teaching  of  shop  skills  as  well  as  the 
teaching  of  related  information.  Also  deals  with  the 
development  of  concomitants. 

Note:  This  course  is  acceptable  by  the  State  Board  for 
Vocational  Education  for  both  Education  E281  (Special 
Methods  in  Industrial  Education)  and  Education  E282 
(Teaching  Related  Trade  Subjects).  These  courses  are 
required  for  certification  by  day  trade  teachers  and  by 
vocational-industrial  supervisors.  Persons  who  have  al- 
ready completed  either  E281  or  E282  may  take  the 
course  for  partial  credit  and  receive  either  two  semester 
hours  of  undergraduate  credit  or  one-half  unit  of  gradu- 
ate credit.

physical  education  program  in  the  light  of  present  edu- 
cational philosophies,  (5)  to  gain  knowledge  of  and 
experience  in  teaching  games,  stunts,  rhythms,  ball 
handling  activities,  recess  play,  (6)  to  learn  the  safety 
precautions,  purchase  and  care  of  physical  education 
supplies,  equipment  and  facilities,  and  (7)  to  evaluate 
class  organization,  teaching  methods  and  procedures  in 
promoting  physical  ability,  mental  health,  social  and 
emotional  adequacy  of  children.  The  ultimate  objectives 
of  the  course  are  for  the  participants  to  accumulate 
practical  experience  in  methods  and  techniques  that  will 
be  of  value  in  their  present  positions.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

REGISTRATION  PROCEDURE 

Registration  in  extramural  courses  is  completed  by 
mail  immediately  following  the  first  meeting  of  the  class. 
At  the  first  meeting  the  instructor  outlines  the  nature 
of  the  course  and  answers  questions  of  prospective  stu- 
dents. Registration  materials  and  instructions  are  issued 
at  this  meeting. 

Registration  is  not  complete  until  all  registration 
forms  have  been  submitted  to  the  Office  of  Admissions 
and  approved,  and  fees  paid  in  full.  Registration  forms 
and  fees  received  after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class 
will  not  be  accepted. 

Applicants  for  registration  in  extramural  credit 
courses  who  expect  to  be  admitted  to  regular  standing  or 
as  candidates  for  degrees  should  obtain  official  transcripts 
from  all  institutions  attended  other  than  the  University 
of  Illinois,  and  should  have  such  transcripts  available  in 
the  Office  of  Admissions  by  the  first  meeting  of  the 
class.  Those  who  have  previously  registered  with  the 
University,  and,  therefore,  have  transcripts  on  file, 
should  not  resubmit  them. 

CREDIT  AND  FEES 

Credit  earned  in  extramural  courses  cannot  be 
counted  as  residence  credit.  Candidates  for  certain  de- 
grees may,  however,  apply  up  to  sixty  undergraduate 
semester  hours  toward  the  baccalaureate  degree  or  four 
units  toward  the  master's  degree  for  credits  earned  in  the 
extramural  program,  if  other  University  requirements 
have  been  met  and  approval  is  secured  for  courses  pur- 
sued from  the  college  or  school  in  which  the  degree  is 
to  be  taken. 

Students  who  are  employed  full  time  may  not 
register  for  more  than  one  unit  of  graduate  work  each 
semester,  and  not  more  than  two  units  of  graduate  credit 
in  extramural  courses  may  be  earned  during  an  academic 
year.  Courses  at  the  400  level  are  not  open  to  under- 
graduate students  for  credit. 

It  is  recommended  that  undergraduate  extramural 
students  who  are  employed  full  time  register  for  no  more 
than  six  semester  hours  of  work  each  semester. 

Auditors  or  visitors  may  register  in  credit  courses  by 
obtaining  consent  of  the  instructor.  They  must,  however, 
pay  regular  fees  assessed  for  the  course.  In  the  case  of 
multiple  credit  courses  the  visitor  pays  the  lowest  fee 
assessable. 

Credits  given  by  the  courses  and  fees  assessable  are 
listed  with  the  course  descriptions  for  each  of  the  courses 
in  this  bulletin. 

GRADES 

The  system  of  grading  is  as  follows:  "A,"  excellent; 
"B,"  good;  "C,"  fair;  "D,"  poor  (but  passing)  ;  "E," 
failure. 
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Official  transcripts  of  grades  are  sent  to  extramural 
students  who  have  completed  courses  only  upon  specific 
request  to  the  Recorder's  Office. 

UNDERGRADUATE  COURSES 

Undergraduate  extramural  courses  are  open  to  all 
applicants  who  can  meet  course  prerequisites  and  Uni- 
versity entrance  requirements.  The  Dean  of  the  Division 
of  University  Extension  may  also  approve  the  applications 
of  those  eighteen  years  or  more  of  age  who  are  unable 
to  meet  University  entrance  requirements,  when  in  his 
opinion  they  can  pursue  the  course  with  success. 

Students  enrolling  in  extramural  undergraduate 
classes  who  are  candidates  for  degrees  must  meet  gen- 
eral requirements  of  the  University  with  respect  to  resi- 
dence, military  training,  hygiene,  physical  education,  and 
rhetoric.  They  must  also  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  curriculum  selected  in  regard  to  electives  and  the 
total  number  of  hours  required  for  graduation.  In  ad- 
dition, minimum  scholarship  requirements  which  the 
University  has  approved  for  the  college  or  school  must 
be  met. 

GRADUATE  COURSES 

In  general  graduate  students  must  meet  the  require- 
ments of  both  the  Graduate  College  and  the  department 
in  which  the  student  is  majoring.  The  responsibility  for 
clearing  all  requirements  with  the  Graduate  College  and 
the  department  rests  with  the  student. 

Registration  in  any  of  the  courses  listed  in  this  bul- 
letin does  not  necessarily  imply  registration  in  the  Gradu- 
ate College  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  There  are  three 
different  types  of  admission  to  graduate  courses: 

ADMISSION      TO      REGULAR      STANDING      IN      THE     GRADUATE 

college.  A  student  who  has  the  qualifications  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Graduate  College  may  be  admitted  in  the 
usual  way  to  regular  standing  in  the  Graduate  College 
with  the  implication  that  he  may  qualify  for  work 
towards  a  degree  in  the  same  sense  as  one  registered  on 
the  Champaign-Urbana  campus. 

ADMISSION  NOT  AS  A  CANDIDATE  FOR  A  DEGREE.  A  Stu- 
dent who  does  not  meet  the  scholastic  requirement  for 
admission  to  the  Graduate  College  may  register  in  courses 
listed,  with  approval  of  the  instructor,  but  will  not  re- 
ceive credit  toward  an  advanced  degree. 

admission  as  a  visitor.  A  student  who  does  not 
qualify  for  registration  in  the  Graduate  College  may  be 
admitted  to  the  course  as  a  visitor  provided  that  such 
admission  is  approved  by  the  instructor  in  charge. 
Registration  as  a  visitor  will  not  entitle  the  candidate 
at  any  future  time  to  graduate  credit  in  the  course 
attended  by  him  as  a  visitor. 
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GRADUATE  EDUCATION  COURSES 

The  Graduate  Education  program  provides  for  extra- 
mural work  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Education. 
A  minimum  of  eight  units  of  graduate  work  is  required. 
At  least  four  of  the  eight  units  must  be  earned  in  resi- 
dence on  the  campus  either  in  summer  session  or  during 
the  regular  school  year.  The  general  requirements  of  the 
Graduate  College  governing  minor  fields  apply  to  this 
degree.  This  degree  is  designed  for  teachers,  supervisors, 
administrative  officers,  and  others  engaged  in  educational 
work  demanding  broad,  fundamental,  and  practical  prep- 
aration and  the  ability  to  use  professionally  the  con- 
tributions of  research  and  philosophy.  In  addition  to 
general  requirements,  admission  to  graduate  work  in 
Education  requires  a  grade  point  average  of  at  least  3.5 
in  the  last  fifty  per  cent  of  hours  completed  to  secure 
the  bachelor's  degree.  The  work  presented  for  admission 
must  also  include  a  minimum  of  sixteen  semester  hours  in 
Education  with  a  grade  point  average  of  3.5  for  all 
Education  courses.  The  responsibility  of  clearing  all 
matters  pertaining  to  this  degree  rests  with  the  student. 

Students  beginning  graduate  study  through  the  extra- 
mural program  must  arrange  to  come  to  the  campus  and 
meet  with  an  advisor  assigned  by  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion before  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class  in  which  they 
are  registered. 

MILITARY  SCHOLARSHIPS 

An  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois  in  1919, 
amended  in  1943,  1951,  and  1953  provides  Military 
Scholarships  for  veterans  of  World  War  I  and  World 
War  II,  and  for  veterans  who  served  during  the  period 
of  the  emergency  following  World  War  II,  who  were 
residents  of  the  state  of  Illinois  or  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  the  time  of  enlistment,  provided  they  are  not 
receiving  financial  assistance  for  educational  purposes 
from  the  federal  government.  The  scholarship  exempts 
the  holder  from  the  payment  of  tuition  only,  for  a  period 
of  four  years.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Di- 
rector of  Admissions  and  Records  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  prior  to  registration  in  an  extramural  course  if 
the  scholarship  is  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  tuition.  Honor- 
able discharge  papers  and  service  record  or  photostats 
thereof  must  be  submitted  with  the  application. 

VETERANS'  INFORMATION 

Veterans  who  wish  to  enroll  under  the  World  War  II 
G.I.  Bill  must  present  a  Certificate  of  Eligibility  from 
the  Veterans  Administration  at  the  time  of  registration 
or  be  prepared  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  the  fee.  If  the 
veteran  pays  the  fee  and  later  presents  the  Certificate  of 
Eligibility  to  the  University,  a  refund  of  the  prorated 
share  of  the  fee  covering  the  period  beginning  with  the 
date    training  is   authorized   './ill   be   made.     Certificates 
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must  show  approval  for  a  specific  course  of  training  at 
the  University  of  Illinois. 

Veterans  who  wish  to  enroll  under  the  Korean  G.I. 
Bill  must  also  present  a  Certificate  of  Eligibility  from 
the  Veterans  Administration  and  pay  the  full  amount  of 
the  fee.  Under  this  bill  they  will  receive  reimbursement 
from  the  Veterans  Administration. 

WITHDRAWAL  AND  REFUND 

Applications  for  withdrawal  and  refund  must  be 
made  to  the  Extramural  Office  in  writing.  Withdrawal 
forms  are  then  sent  to  the  student.  If  the  student  pre- 
sents substantial  and  convincing  evidence  of  inability  to 
pursue  the  course  as  a  result  of  circumstances  not  within 
his  control,  withdrawal  will  be  approved  without  penalty. 
In  general,  no  refund  will  be  made  for  withdrawal  ef- 
fected after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class. 

FUTURE  COURSES 

In  the  fall  of  1950  the  University  established  nine 
permanent  centers  for  graduate  education  courses.  These 
centers  were  selected  geographically  so  that  students 
would  not  have  to  travel  great  distances  to  attend  the 
classes.  Courses  were  scheduled  so  that  three  different 
classes  were  offered  in  each  center  each  semester  for  a 
two  year  period.  This  program  was  scheduled  in  advance 
to  enable  the  student  to  better  plan  a  course  of  study 
and  to  enable  the  college  of  education  to  strengthen  its 
advisory  service. 

The  twelve  course  cycle  of  classes  will  have  been 
completed  twice  in  each  center  with  the  completion  of 
this  semester's  classes.  It  is  the  plan  to  evaluate  the  pro- 
gram and  determine  what  changes,  if  any,  need  to  be 
made  after  the  four  years  of  experience.  Extramural 
offerings  for  the  fall  semester,  1954,  will  be  announced 
after  the  evaluation  and  prior  to  the  opening  of  the 
1954  summer  session.

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GENERAL   INFORMATION 

REGISTRATION   PROCEDURE 

Registration  in  extramural  courses  is  completed  by 
mail  immediately  following  the  first  meeting  of  the  class. 
At  the  first  meeting  the  instructor  outlines  the  nature 
of  the  course  and  answers  questions  of  prospective  stu- 
dents. Registration  materials  and  instructions  are  issued 
at  this  meeting. 

Registration  is  not  complete  until  all  registration 
forms  have  been  submitted  to  the  Office  of  Admissions 
and  approved,  and  fees  paid  in  full.  Registration  forms 
and  fees  received  after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class 
will  not  be  accepted. 

Applicants  for  registration  in  extramural  credit 
courses  who  expect  to  be  admitted  to  regular  standing  or 
as  candidates  for  degrees  should  obtain  official  transcripts 
from  all  institutions  attended  other  than  the  University 
of  Illinois,  and  should  have  such  transcripts  available  in 
the  Office  of  Admissions  by  the  first  meeting  of  the 
class.  Those  who  have  previously  registered  with  the 
University,  and,  therefore,  have  transcripts  on  file, 
should  not  resubmit  them. 

CREDIT  AND   FEES 

Credit  earned  in  extramural  courses  cannot  be 
counted  as  residence  credit.  Candidates  for  certain  de- 
grees may,  however,  apply  up  to  sixty  undergraduate 
semester  hours  toward  the  baccalaureate  degree  or  four 
units  toward  the  master's  degree  for  credits  earned  in  the 
extramural  program,  if  other  University  requirements 
have  been  met  and  approval  is  secured  for  courses  pur- 
sued from  the  college  or  school  in  which  the  degree  is 
to  be  taken. 

Students  who  are  employed  full  time  may  not 
register  for  more  than  one  unit  of  graduate  work  each 
semester,  and  not  more  than  two  units  of  graduate  credit 
in  extramural  courses  may  be  earned  during  an  academic 
year.  Courses  at  the  400  level  are  not  open  to  under- 
graduate students  for  credit. 

It  is  recommended  that  undergraduate  extramural 
students  who  are  employed  full  time  register  for  no  more 
than  six  semester  hours  of  work  each  semester. 

Auditors  or  visitors  may  register  in  credit  courses  by 
obtaining  consent  of  the  instructor.  They  must,  however, 
pay  regular  fees  assessed  for  the  course.  In  the  case  of 
multiple  credit  courses  the  visitor  pays  the  lowest  fee 
assessable. 

Credits  given  by  the  courses  and  fees  assessable  are 
listed  with  the  course  descriptions  for  each  of  the  courses 
in  this  bulletin. 

GRADES 

The  system  of  grading  is  as  follows:  "A,"  excellent; 
"B,"  good;  "C,"  fair;  "D,"  poor  (but  passing);  "E," 
failure. 
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Official  transcripts  of  grades  are  sent  to  extramural 
students  who  have  completed  courses  only  upon  specific 
request  to  the  Recorder's  Office. 

UNDERGRADUATE   COURSES 

Undergraduate  extramural  courses  are  open  to  all 
applicants  who  can  meet  course  prerequisites  and  Uni- 
versity entrance  requirements.  The  Dean  of  the  Division 
of  University  Extension  may  also  approve  the  applications 
of  those  eighteen  years  or  more  of  age  who  are  unable 
to  meet  University  entrance  requirements,  when  in  his 
opinion  they  can  pursue  the  course  with  success. 

Students  enrolling  in  extramural  undergraduate 
classes  who  are  candidates  for  degrees  must  meet  gen- 
eral requirements  of  the  University  with  respect  to  resi- 
dence, military  training,  hygiene,  physical  education,  and 
rhetoric.  They  must  also  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  curriculum  selected  in  regard  to  electives  and  the 
total  number  of  hours  required  for  graduation.  In  ad- 
dition, minimum  scholarship  requirements  which  the 
University  has  approved  for  the  college  or  school  must 
be  met. 

GRADUATE  COURSES 

Each  graduate  student  must  meet  the  require- 
ments of  both  the  Graduate  College  and  the  department 
in  which  the  student  is  majoring.  The  responsibility  for 
clearing  all  requirements  with  the  Graduate  College  and 
the  department  rests  with  the  student. 

Registration  in  any  of  the  courses  listed  in  this  bul- 
letin does  not  necessarily  imply  registration  in  the  Gradu- 
ate College  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  There  are  three 
different  types  of  admission  to  graduate  courses: 

ADMISSION    TO    REGULAR    STANDING    IN    THE    GRADUATE 

college.  A  student  who  has  the  qualifications  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Graduate  College  may  be  admitted  in  the 
usual  way  to  regular  standing  in  the  Graduate  College 
with  the  implication  that  he  may  qualify  for  work 
towards  a  degree  in  the  same  sense  as  one  registered  on 
the  Champaign-Urbana  campus. 

ADMISSION  NOT  AS  A  CANDIDATE  FOR  A  DEGREE.  A  Stu- 
dent who  does  not  meet  the  scholastic  requirement  for 
admission  to  the  Graduate  College  may  register  in  courses 
listed,  with  approval  of  the  instructor,  but  will  not  re- 
ceive credit  toward  an  advanced  degree. 

admission  as  a  visitor.  A  student  who  does  not 
qualify  for  registration  in  the  Graduate  College  may  be 
admitted  to  the  course  as  a  visitor  provided  that  such 
admission  is  approved  by  the  instructor  in  charge. 
Registration  as  a  visitor  will  not  entitle  the  candidate 
at  any  future  time  to  graduate  credit  in  the  course 
attended  by  him  as  a  visitor. 
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GRADUATE  EDUCATION  COURSES 

The  graduate  program  in  education  provides  for 
extramural  work  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Education.  A  minimum  of  eight  units  of  graduate  work 
is  required.  At  least  four  of  the  eight  units  must  be 
earned  in  residence  on  the  campus  either  in  summer 
session  or  during  the  regular  school  year.  The  general 
requirements  of  the  Graduate  College  governing  minor 
fields  apply  to  this  degree.  This  degree  is  designed  for 
teachers,  supervisors,  administrative  officers,  and  others 
engaged  in  educational  work  demanding  broad,  funda- 
mental, and  practical  preparation  and  the  ability  to  use 
professionally  the  contributions  of  research  and  philoso- 
phy. In  addition  to  general  requirements,  admission  to 
graduate  work  in  education  requires  a  grade  point  aver- 
age of  at  least  3.5  in  the  last  fifty  per  cent  of  hours 
completed  to  secure  the  bachelor's  degree.  The  work 
presented  for  admission  must  also  include  a  minimum  of 
sixteen  semester  hours  in  education  with  a  grade  point 
average  of  3.5  for  all  education  courses.  The  responsi- 
bility of  clearing  all  matters  pertaining  to  this  degree 
rests  with  the  student. 

Students  beginning  graduate  study  through  the  extra- 
mural program  must  arrange  to  come  to  the  campus  and 
meet  with  an  advisor  assigned  by  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion before  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class  in  which  they 
are  registered. 

MILITARY  SCHOLARSHIPS 

An  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois  in  1919, 
amended  in  1943,  1951,  and  1953  provides  Military 
Scholarships  for  veterans  of  World  War  I  and  World 
War  II,  and  for  veterans  who  served  during  the  period 
of  the  emergency  following  World  War  II,  who  were 
residents  of  the  state  of  Illinois  o~  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  the  time  of  enlistment,  provided  they  are  not 
receiving  financial  assistance  for  educational  purposes 
from  the  federal  government.  The  scholarship  exempts 
the  holder  from  the  payment  of  tuition  only,  for  a  period 
of  four  years.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Di- 
rector of  Admissions  and  Records  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  prior  to  registration  in  an  extramural  course  if 
the  scholarship  is  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  tuition.  Honor- 
able discharge  papers  and  service  record  or  photostats 
thereof  must  be  submitted  with  the  application. 

VETERANS'   INFORMATION 

Veterans  who  wish  to  enroll  under  the  World  War  II 
G.I.  Bill  must  present  a  Certificate  of  Eligibility  from 
the  Veterans  Administration  at  the  time  of  registration 
or  be  prepared  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  the  fee.  If  the 
veteran  pays  the  fee  and  later  presents  the  Certificate  of 
Eligibility  to  the  University,  a  refund  of  the  prorated 
share  of  the  fee  covering  the  period  beginning  with  the 
date    training   is    authorized    will    be   made.     Certificates 
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must  show  approval  for  a  specific  course  of  training  at 
the  University  of  Illinois. 

Veterans  who  wish  to  enroll  under  the  Korean  G.I. 
Bill  must  also  present  a  Certificate  of  Eligibility  from 
the  Veterans  Administration  and  pay  the  full  amount  of 
the  fee.  Under  this  bill  they  will  receive  reimbursement 
from  the  Veterans  Administration. 

WITHDRAWAL  AND   REFUND 

Applications  for  withdrawal  and  refund  must  be 
made  to  the  Extramural  Office  in  writing.  Withdrawal 
forms  are  then  sent  to  the  student.  If  the  student  pre- 
sents substantial  and  convincing  evidence  of  inability  to 
pursue  the  course  as  a  result  of  circumstances  not  within 
his  control,  withdrawal  will  be  approved  without  penalty. 
In  general,  no  refund  will  be  made  for  withdrawal  ef- 
fected after  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  class.
